Report of the School Board. 
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The past school year, though of only twenty five weeks, we 
believe to have been more than usually profitable. 

While we place somewhat different estimates on the work of 
different teachers, wedo not admit more than one mistake in se- 
lecting them. Most of the schools have shown attainments 
in scholarship and character that are very gratifying. 

The school money for next year, without an extra appropria- 
tion, may be estimated at about sixteen hundred dollars, The 
running expenses are about sixty five dollars a week. 

We need at least one hundred dollars for repairs, including 
painting at East Northwood, painting and shingling at Blake’s 
Hill, purchasing more chairs for visitors, providing better venti- 
lation and improving out-buildings. 

Criticism having been made of the size of some of the school- 
rooms, we give in our statistics the floor space and air space of 
each, that the facts may be known. Perhaps we are not farther 
from perfection in this than in other matters ; but better ventila- 
tion can be and should be provided in some eases. 

We do not advocate any expensive changes at present; but 
would suggest that when the Centre and Ridge schoolhouses 
next come to need considerable repairs, it would be well to build 
a union graded schoolhouse between B. W. Clarke’s and L. W. 
Twombly’s. That location is about midway between the schooi- 
houses at the Narrows and East Northwood by the way of Bow 
Street. It would leave no house more than a mile and a half 


from a schoolhouse. ‘This schoolhouse might centain a room 
for the town library. 

‘The Narrows schoolhouse has seats for ninety pupils and could 
easily be made to seat one hundred. If its accommodations 
should ever prove insufficient, it would be better to provide a 
third room than to enlarge the existing rooms. 

Our educational facilities were never before so good.. Much 
depends on the co-operation of parents with teachers in the use 
of them. Children should be encouraged to use the libraries 
and need guidance in the seleetion of books. 

Parents should give much attentionto primary reading at 
home, and to securing thoroughness in mental arithmetic, 

This town offers unusual advantages for the education of 
teachers. Both the Academy and Seminary offer courses in 
psychology and pedagogy. The town library contains many 
standard books for teachers, among which the following are the 
most valuable :

It would be possible to prepare for the state examinations with- 
out leaving town, though a course at the Normal School is ad- 
visable. Northwood ought to produce some professional teachers,
